*• Lucky ” B aldw in Shot T hrough the 
A rm . 
S an F rancisco. January 4th.—Lucky 
Baldwin was rhot at in the corridor of the 
Baldwin Hotel this morning by a woman 
named Fanny Baldwin, the ball going 
through h¡3 arm. Mi-s Baldwin claims to be 
a ccusin of the millionaire, and has been 
teaching school on his ranch in Los Angeles 
county. 
FU ETHER DETAILS. 
S an F ran cisco , January 4tb.—A bout 10 
o’clock this morning the residents in the 
Baldwin Hotel were startled by a pistol shot 
in one of the upper corridors, and scon tbe 
report spread that £, J, Baldwin bad been 
shot. Special officer Morris Baker, who was 
passing, was called io, and found Verona 
Baldwin in one of the hallways, holding a 
smoking pistol in her tight hand. On the 
approach of the cfiicer she warned him to 
keep off, or else she would shoot him. After 
engsgirg in conversation with her for a short 
time Baker made a spring and grasped her, 
at tbe same time taking the pistol from her 
hand. He then locked her in one of the rooms 
and went in search of Baldwin, whom he die- 
covered in an upper hallway, with a bullet 
wound in bis left arm near tbe shoulder. 
Baldwin refused to go to tbe staticn-hon3e to 
prefer a charge against the prisoner, but sent 
his niece, Airs, Carroll, and her husband, 
with whom he had been talking, when Bhot. 
In conversation with the officer Baldwin 
statsd that the woman had been persecuting 
him for Bome time, endeavoring to obtain 
money, ostensibly for the purpose of insuring 
her life. This niotning she approached him 
again, and, on his refusal, pulled a pistol from 
her pocket and fired at him. After the first 
shot the hammer caught and refused to work, 
which probably saved “ Lucky’s” life, as the 
woman evidently intended to kill him. 
Upon being conveyed to the City Prison, 
Mis3 Baldwin was placed in o d o of the new 
cells, and a charge of assault to murder was 
booked against her.

Owing to 
the excitement growing out of tc-day’s affair 
she is somewhat nervous and restless. She 
says that Baldwin ruined her in body and 
mind, and refused to provide for her support. 
She also says that she has, by her own work, 
supported herself for the past six years. 
NO NEW DEVELOPMENTS. 
S an F rancisco, January 4th.—There are 
no new developments in the Baldwin shoot­ 
ing affair. The statements made by Baldwin 
and the young woman who did the shooting, 
regarding the causes which led to the assault, 
differ very widely—in fact, are quite contra­ 
dictory.

A SHAMEFUL BUSINESS. 
The treatment of Mm. Langtry by the 
Chicago preaB, aa represented by the re­ 
porters, appears to have been very dis­ 
creditable to the journalists referred to. 
It would be difficult to conceive of any. 
thing more deliberately brutal and out­ 
rageous than the intercepting of her letters 
and the publication of the addresses to which 
they were directed. Snch an act as that 
is, under the circumstance, as cowardly as 
brutal, moreover ; for it is plain that those 
who perpetrated it took a base advantage 
of Mrs. Langtry’s helplessness. The same 
aneak-thief reporters would have thought 
twice before they played snch a trick 
upon a stalwart man, for they would have 
dreaded the thrashing they unquestionably 
deserved. B at because their victim was a 
defenseless woman they thought her fair 
prey, and so did their worst to add to 
the scandal which has been created in re­ 
gard to her by newspapeM apparently 
emulous of competition with that Rowdy 
Journal which Dickens described so caus­ 
tically. In fact nothing more disreputable 
than the persistent efforts of a certain claes 
of newspapers to make a sensation by de­ 
stroying this woman's character, has been 
seen for a long time, and the Chicago re­ 
porters app.-ar to have capped the climax 
by their gross impertinence and brutality. 


A REVELATION. 
Some of the German papers, in their 
comments upon the death of Gambetta, 
have unwittingly revealed a state of un­ 
easiness as to the designs of Russia, which 
for some time past they had been trying to 
conceal. W hen it was suspected that the 
relations between Berlin and St. Peters­ 
burg were becoming strained, and when 
both Governments, while professing the 
utmost friendliness, began to mako ex­ 
traordinary military preparations on the 
frontier, the German press was instructed 
to deny all reports of an alarming charac­ 
ter. Now, however, in their relief at the 
death of a man whom they regarded as the 
worst enemy of Germany, they allow it to 
be seen that they had apprehended Berious 
trouble before long from Russia, and that 
they had expected France to join her in the 
attack. W hether the death of Gambetta 
•will really dissipate this danger remains to 
be seen. Bismarck at least does not ap­ 
pear to be at all certain that this will be 
the case.___________ 
A SEASONABLE FRATES. 


It is said that the Chaplain of the Ten­ 
nessee Legislature, in making his opening 
prayer at Naghville, prayed for deliverance 


“ from Repudiation, and from all forms of 
"dishonesty.” Certainly that Chaplain 
could not have offered a more seasonable 
prayer in such a place, and it is to be hoped 
that the members of the Legislature will 
take the petition to heart, and act upon 
it. W e are afraid, however, that the Old 
Adams will prove too strong for the Ten­ 
nessee legislators, and that if they have 
not been made ashamed already of the 
financial record of their State, they are not 
likely to exhibit greater squeamishness 
hereafter. 


A San Francisco paper labors to make it 
appear that the new Southern Pacific trans­ 
continental road cannot carry wheat to 
compete with the Cape Horn route by sail­ 
ing chips. The same paper, having estab­ 
lished to its own satisfaction the superiority 
of its knowledge over that of the managers 
of the railroad, very inconsistently pro­ 
ceeds to express the apprehension that the 
carriage of wheat across the continent will 
after all b 9 accomplished, and ventures to 
show how this is to be done. The only 
way in which it will be possible, according 
to the paper referred to, is for the railroad 
to put the rates on wheat below the coBt of 
transportation, and to compensate itself by 
raising the rates opon all other merchan­ 
dise. It is a perfectly safe prediction that 
any railroad conducted upon these prin­ 
ciples would be a long time in making the 
fortunes of its owners, and in fact it 
is oniy in newspaper articles that railroads 
are ever conducted upon such principles. 
The idea that the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company would deliberately undertake to 
carry wheat at a loss, for the sole purpose 
of driving ships away from San Francisco, 
is one of thoBe eccentric imaginings which 
are happily confined to the paper we are 
speaking of. 
To those who understand 
anything abont the situation, it is of course 
perfectly clear that the railroad ‘can only 
obtain and hold the wheat carriage on con­ 
dition of performing the service more 
economically and advantageously than any 
other transportation agency. If the rail­ 
road, moreover, cannot meet these require­ 
ments without taking the wheat below the 
cost of carriage, it assuredly will not take 
it at all, for it cannot hops to compensate 
itself by tho peculiar methods suggested by 
our contemporary, inasmuch as it has to 
meet competition in the carriage of other 
merchandise as well as wheat. 
So long as the ocean is free it must be 
impossible for any railroad to establish a 
monopoly of transportation unfavorable to 
the public. To say that a railroad can 
secure the traffic by carrying for a time 
below cost, and then raise its rates when 
it has the shippers in its power, is to talk 
nonsense ; since while the ocean exists 
such a state of things can never come 
about. It is in fact impossible to drive 
shipping permanently away from any port 
except in one way ; and that is by furnish­ 
ing so much better a transportation service 
that there will be no further need of ships. 
Of course if such a .service is established 
by the Southern Pacific it will be to the 
advantage of San Francisco ; and that city 
has a permanent guarantee against excess­ 
ive transcontinental rates for wheat, in the 
fact that she stands npon the sea. But 
the truth is that all such theories as we 
have been examining are sheer delusions. 
The Southern Pacific was built, as all 
other business enterprises are undertaken, 
with the primary object of making money 
for its owners. In order to do that they 
are constrained to seek the largest volume 
of traffic obtainable. This necessity, which 
is a condition of successful transportation 
everywhere, obliges them to put their rates 
down to the lowest possible figures com­ 
patible with profit. They have not en­ 
tered upon the project of carrying wheat 
without examination and careful calcula­ 
tion. They know that it can be done at 
the figures mentioned by Governor Stan­ 
ford not long ago, aad they are prepared 
to do it. 
If, by reason of the greatly increased 
facilities and advantages afforded by the 
new route, the business of the grain iiset 
which has hitnet to carried this staple 
be brought to an end, it is no doubt true 
that some loss will unavoidably result to 
individuals in San Francisco; but it is 
equally true that the public generally will 
be the gainers. The great saving of time 
alone is a consideration which must exer­ 
cise much influence upon shippers, and 
since there is a perpetual guarantee against 
high rates in the natural competitive rela­ 
tions of San Francisco, it is difficult to sec 
what cause of complaint exists. There 
are, however, some journals and people 
whom it is impossible to satisfy. Not long 
ago these chronic grumblers were com­ 
plaining that railroad freights were too 
high. Now they have changed their tune, 
and we are treated to a lamentable descant 
on the theme of low rates. They are to­ 
day mortally afraid that the locomotive 
will beat the sailing BhipB in carrying 
wheat to Europe, and they invite the peo­ 
ple of California to join them in an antici­ 
patory wail over the coming era of cheap 
freights and rapid transit. W hat can be 
said to snch unreasonable people ? And 
what is it they want ? Perhaps they would 
like legislation forbidding the Southern Pa­ 
cific and its connections to carry wheat be­ 
low clipper rates. That really appears to 
be what they are hinting at, though they 
have not as yet had the hardihood to put 
their meaning plainly. 
But whether the grumblers and the small 
minority of personally interested people 
like it or do not like it, it is perfectly cer­ 
tain that the change they look forward to 
with such gloomy apprehension is about to 
take place. And it is equally certain that 
such changes as this must come every where, 
sooner or later, and the sooner the better. 
Commerce of necessity seeks and takes the 
shortest routes. It is possible that if either 
of the projected interoceanic canals were 
completed, the steamship would take the 
place of the sailing ship, and ran the trans­ 
continental route hard. But it is idle to 
speculate upon events which are as yet 
scarcely more than foreshadowed. As the 
case stands the rivalry is between sailing 
Bhips and the Cape Horn route, and rail­ 
roads and the transcontinental route. Nor 
can there be any serious doubt as to which 
of them will carry the day. The control of 
the wheat carriage will paBa away from the 
charterers of sailing Bhips, and will 
be transferred .to the railroad. 
This 
change will prove of immense benefit 
to the California wheat growers. It 
will among other advantages deliver them 
from the hands of the middlemen who 
have hitherto absorbed so large a share of 
their profits. It will make them mde 
pendent of time and season. 
It will en­ 
able them to hold their crops or sell them 
quickly, as the state of the market may 
suggest. It will give a fresh stimulus to 
production also, and will aid settlement 
greatly. In short there are a score of 
perfectly obvious and conspicuous benefits 
to accrue to the California public from the 
change which is abont to occur, and there is 
not a single counterbalancing disadvantage, 
save those visionary ones which are being 
conjured up by the mental dyspepsia of 
the brokeM, the grain-thip ring, and tbe 
venal paper which they have so appre­ 
ciatively selected as their organ.

THE FAILURE OF CO-OPERATION. 
The failure of Kate Field’s Co operative 
Dress Store at New York adds one mole to 
the already long list of disasters in the 
same line. A few years ago the advan­ 
tages of the co-operative principle seemed 
so well demonstrated that it was every­ 
where accepted and advocated as the one 
possible remedy for the most pressing evils 
of society. But notwithstanding the ap­ 
parent success of the Rochdale Co-oper­ 
ative Association and one or two co-oper­ 
ative manufacturing associations in France, 
the attem pt to extend the principle, and to 
apply it generally, has resulted in a num­ 
ber of disappointments. The co-operative 
stores in London appeared for a time to be 
wonderfully successful, but we understand 
that they have already passed the climax 
of their prosperity, and are unmistakably 
on the decline. Moreover, efforts have 
been made to organize associations of work­ 
ingmen cn the co-operative principle, but 
all of them have beeu abandoned, and to­ 
day the hÍ3torianof co-operation, Mr. George 
Jacob Holyoakc, must feel very doubtful 
as to the speedy fulfillment of his Eanguine 
predictions. Of course the principle is not 
yet given up by its more ardent devotees. 
It would be surprising if it were, for it 
most certainly does seem to be an ideally 
sound one, and if it cannot be made to 
work it will be necessary to surrender not 
only this theory, but several other opti­ 
mistic views of the possibilities of human 
nature. 
No doubt when it can no longer be con­ 
cealed or disputed that co-operation is in­ 
capable of general application, there will be 
plenty of philosophical explanations of the 
m atter furnished even by those who be­ 
lieved in it most readily at first. It is 
always easier to show why a thing has 
happened than to predict the outcome of 
any policy or principle. But perhaps a 
simple solution may be found for this 
question. If we examine history we find 
that the most profound truths cannot get 
accepted until the woild is ready for them. 
Thus it is that the heresies of one genera­ 
tion are the truisms of the next. Thus 
t is that the most advanced minds are 
rarely comprehended by their contempo­ 
raries. And it is also to be noted that as 
a rule only those changes are adopted 
which grow out of the pre-exiBting habits 
and needs of the race; and that artificial 
systems of life, however theoretically per­ 
fect they may be, do not strike root. Now 
the fundamental reason of this is that all 
human life and progress is of necessity the 
result of continuous and imperceptible evo­ 
lution. 
There is no spontaneous genera­ 
tion of social systems. 
Even the Con­ 
stitution of the United States, which has 
often been spoken of as an entirely new 
creation, ¡3 in all respects a most unmis­ 
takable consequence of English government 
and law and thought. 
Man in fact cannot sever his connection 
with the past. He is governed by the law 
of mortmain even when he does not suspect 
it. The ancestors whose ignorance he 
despises stretch long arms from their 
graves, and hold him fast in the grooves of 
custom. And so it is that for all consider­ 
able changes much time is required, and 
that all efforts to introduce radical altera­ 
tions in the mode of life are failures. Bat 
this is not the only reason. In life as in 
all else the normal tendency is toward the 
line of least resistance. Everything takes 
the easiest way before it. And since the 
easiest way is neceesarily that in which the 
largest results are accomplished with the 
least waste of energy, it may be assumed 
that the natural way is also the best way. 
W hatever may be said of Europe, it is cer­ 
tainly true that in this country human 
nature has had fair play. It ha3 been free 
to develop in all directions without re­ 
straint, and notwithstanding this absence 
of coercion or external pressure, its devel­ 
opment has been on the same general lines 
as those followed in older countries. The 
growth of commerce, of industry, of social 
organization generally, has produced here 
almost precisely the Eam e results as those 
which, a century ago, were commonly 
ascribed to the influence of Government 
and caste. Tnere is a significance in thiB 
fact which must not be passed over. It 
appears to indicate that despite all theory, 
the lines upon which human society de­ 
velops naturally when unrestrained, are the 
only the lines upon which it can develop. 
And if this be true—and it receives 
strong support from physical science—it 
follows that all the socialistic and com­ 
munistic and co-operative systems, how­ 
ever plausible they may be, however philo­ 
sophical, cannot become established prac­ 
tically. For three thousand years at least 
mankind has been wrestling with the 
problem of poverty. The philosophers of 
ancient Greece had befoie them the very 
same questions which are being discussed 
to-day. During all that time there has 
been a constant succession of experiments. 
Again and again societies have been wrecked 
in order to reorganize them, but the result 
haB invariably been the same. As soon 
sb the disturbing agencies were removed, 
and the social molecules were left free to 
arrange themselves again, they began to fall 
into the original forms, and to follow the 
old processes. 
No other conclusion can 
be drawn from these facts than that the 
natural arrangementof all civilized and even 
most half-civilized communities is the only 
arrangement compatible with the securing 
of the greatest amount of good with the 
smallest amount of friction. Society, when 
left to itself, pursues the lines of least resist­ 
ance, that is to say, and no society has 
ever yet been able to establish itself stably 
npon any other lines than those which to­ 
day nnderlie all social organization. 
If 
this is true, then the success of co-opera­ 
tion must be regarded as hopeless, at least 
in the present stage of the world’s pro­ 
gress. If it is not true, it is a suggestion 
which appears to deserve candid considera­ 
tion at the hands of thinking men.

The Trouble in Indian Territory. 
Chicago, January 4th.—There being much 
uncertainty and several conflicting stories 
abont tbe condition of iff airs in Indian Ter­ 
ritory, the following letters from men prom­ 
inent in Iadian Territorial politic! will prova 
interesting, particularly as they give an in­ 
sight into the past as well os the present his­ 
tory and status of matters. Judge Stetham 
is a Creek, and for many years ha3 been one 
of 
the important factors in all In­ 
dian 
matters. 
He 
is 
well 
kDOwa 
in 
Washington. 
having 
for 
several 
years been a Delegate in Congress from 
the Territory. His patriotic efforts for his 
people, and his thorough understanding of 
the questions w'nich concern them, make his 
contribution real valuable as history. Me- 
lvillop is also a thoroughly well informed 
young Creek, active in legislative and martial 
m atters; is the Clerk of the House of War­ 
riors—corresponding to the United States 
House of Representatives—and deeply inter­ 
ested in tbe welfare of the ration. 
Judge G. W. Stetham, living at Eaufala, 
writes : The Creek nation has been divided 
into two bands from time immemorial, 
known as the upper and lower Creek*, 
each with a principal and aesistant chief, 
but living under one government, tbe two 
chiefs and assistants acting together as one 
executive. This form of government existed 
until the close of the late war, in which they 
were divided, North and South. When they 
reunited and returned home, Sand*, the act­ 
ing chief of that portion of the Creeks who 
supported the United States Govern-nent, 
proposed thst we do awsy with the two chiefs 
and unite under one head. This was agreed 
to, and a committee with equal numbers 
from tbe two parties was appointed 
to draft a constitution and code of 
laws. 
This done, the people in Con­ 
vention adopted them. Chief Sands, who ex­ 
pected to he elected, was defeated, and he 
rebelled. At the second election the iebeliious 
party ran another candidate, who was also 
defeated, and undertook by f orce of arms to 
install their candidate. A tight began, but 
United States Indian Agent, Mej ir Lion, 
caused a settlement without bloodshed. Since 
then they have raised armed forces twice. 
Sonda died Boon after the fir oh trouble, but 
other leaders kept up the fracas until last 
summer, when one of their young men 
was arrested for violating Ihe law. They 
raised a mob, followed and killed the Sheriff 
aDd deputy, and rescued the prisoner. Know­ 
ing the act would uot be tolerated, the whole 
faction took arms to protect them. The con­ 
stitutional, or Government party, called out 
the militia, followed aud arrested some of the 
murderers, killed three and pardoned tbe 
others. The present trouble grows out of 
that affair. Many of the Sands party have 
never come home; but they pretend now to 
have discovered that the authorities gravely 
wronged them in eelliag to the United States 
Government, for the use of the S¡ minóles, 
that portion of tbe country cccupied by 
them. The party now in rebellion received 
their share of the proceeds of the sale. The 
Creek authorities oppossd the selling-, but 
were forced to became the LTnited States 
Governmeut had located the Seminóles on 
our land through mistake, and would not re­ 
move them ; but proposed to buy the land. 
The Creeks thought it better to take pay for 
the land than lose it without pay. 'lh's is 
the who'e history of the troubles. 
A. P. McKillop writes from Muskogee 
as follows: “ This trouble is an effort 
of some 300 Creeks to undermine and destroy 
the written nod recognized Constitution cf 
the Creak Nation. The parties are known 
as the “ Chacote party" and the “ Spioche 
party,” Checote bring the recognized chief 
of tbe Creek Nation, and Spiocho cf the 
rebels. The latter orjaniz-d into two parties, 
under Spiccha and Jacob Knight, in the two 
extremes of the Creek Notion, intending to 
raid the capital. Hearing of thiq Chief 
Checote issued a proclamation for the loyal 
party to arm themselves and repair to the 
capital. Scouts were sent out, and forty of 
Checote’s tner, while scouting, encountered 
the western division cf Spiochs’s band, num­ 
bering 150. An engagement ensued, iu which 
seven of Checote’s men were killed. It is 
not known whether any of the other party 
were killed, as they held the field. After 
this Checote sent out 04 men, but Spioche’s 
force had disbanded and return'd to tho Sacs 
and Fox reservation, where they still are. 
The eastern division of the Spioche party, 
under Spioche himBelf, a'so returned to 
the Checote nation. The Indian Agent has 
gone to see Spioche, acil see what can be 
done. Checote’s party will pr -bably disband 
in a few days. This will settle the trouble 
until tin National Council meets next 
October. 
Congressional. 
W ashington, January 4th.—Iu the Sen­ 
ate, after the morning h ¡nr, Sherman moved 
to postpone the calendar to consider the 
whisky bill. 
Hale objected, but the Senate agreed to it. 
Logan asked unanimous consent to consider 
the West Point appropriation bill. 
Sherman having objected, the House over­ 
ruled the objection. 
The West Point bill then passed. 
The Fitz John Porter bill was postponed 
until Thursday, with the agreement that it 
should be put upon its passage at 2 o’clock 
that day. 
The whisky bill was then taken up and 
passed.

After an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
In the House the army appropriation bill 
was passed, and after a lengthy discussion the 
Pendleton civil service reform bill was also 
passed, without amendment, by 155 to 47.

Most of the 100 scholars were 
asleep when the flames were discovered, and 
had barely time to escape when the alarm 
was given, leaving their wardrobes and prop­ 
erty. Many escaped by ladders. Miss Gill­ 
ette, of Buffalo, 111., broke a leg, and Mias 
Haaford, of Dubuque, waa seriously injured 
by falling from a ladder. E. H. Keightling, 
a fireman, also fell and waa injured. No 
others were injured, and no loaa of life oc­ 
curred, though at one time it seemed inevita­ 
ble. Ihe building was an imposing three- 
story brick, handsomely famished. 
The

mnch. The building will ba rebuilt soon, 
and in the meantime temporary accommoda­ 
tions for the echool will be need.

Disgraceful Treatment of Mrs. Langtry 
in Chicago. 
Chicago, January 4 b.—Mrs. Langtry and 
her manager have concluded to pat a stop to 
that species ot curiosity which is not willing 
to pay. Complaint has been made that a 
large number of people in this city bave at­ 
tempted to see "the beauty” by calling on 
her and sending up their cards. In a few in­ 
stances audiences were granted, until the 
management discovered that nothing but 
curiosity prompted the calls. A rule wa3 
accordingly promulgated yesterday that no 
cards or messages should be delivered from 
the hotel t ffice to Mrs. Langtry. One gen­ 
tleman undertook to convince the clerk that 
his calling was imperative, but it was of no 
avail. Tte only way to see the lady is to 
buy a seat, or take the chances of seeing her 
enter and leave her carriage. The United 
States mail will be the only means of getting 
Communications to her. The lady was very 
angry yes'erday, because of a story that was 
published that a reporter had intercepted a 
messenger coming from her rooms, end had 
resn in his hands a letter addressed to Fred 
Gebhardt. She threatens to make it uncom­ 
fortable for the reporter, and flatly denies 
that she wrote any such epistle. J, oat even­ 
ing, befoie Mrs. Langtry had left for tbe 
theater, a crowd of hotel guests and their 
friends gathered near the elevator shaft to get 
a glimpse of her as she p3esed into th9 eleva­ 
tor cab, as her rooms are on the parlor floor 
near the corner of Laaalle and Jackson 
streets. She quietly walked down the rear 
stairs leadirg to the west entrance on Jack­ 
son street, where she took her carriage and 
outwitted the crowd. 
The Female Fiend—Further Confession. 
M i. V ernon (O.), January 4th.—Mrs. 
Stillwell has made a still further confession 
that the murdered her mother at Ottumwa, 
Iowa, after 6he had been injured in a rail­ 
road accident. She says she is guilty of other 
crimes, which she will not divulge. When 
asked of what her father died, she Raid, “ Cut 
throat." 
Her father mysteriously disap­ 
peared. Physicians pronounce her of sound 
mind. 
FURTHER DETAILS, 
M t. V ernon (O.), Jannary 4,h.—The ter­ 
rible confession of Mrs. Emma Stillwell, that 
she murdered her first husband, Berijsmin 
Swigarf, also an innocent stranger and her 
fourteen months’ old child, is now supple­ 
mented by another confession, in which she 
admits having killed her owu mother, and 
tells how her father met fcls death in a tragic 
manner. Wa'eiford is a small hamlet, of no 
more than a dozen house?, located fourteen 
miles from here, in the northwest corner of 
Knox county, aud seven miles to the 
nearest telegraph station. Her last con­ 
fession was revealed to Dr. W. E. Ed- 
wardp, a reputable physician, and the 
local preacher, who visited the Stillwell 
house professionally as medical and spiritual 
adviser. Dr. Edwards spent the day with 
Mrs. Stillwell, and gaining her confidence, 
she reiterated her tale of crimes and professed 
sincere penitence. Her spiritual adviser in­ 
formed her sho had no hope for forgiveness 
unless Bhe fully aad freely confessed her sine, 
and asked her if any other wicked offense 
was pressing upon her mind. The distressed 
woman buried her face beneath the clothes 
and Beemed convulsed in anguish. Looking 
up presently, her face assumed a calm ex­ 
pression, and she replied, ‘‘Yes; there are 
two more 
dark crimes, but nobody 
will 
ever know them.” 
She finally 
yielded to his persuasive powers, and 
admitted that she murdered her own mother, 
and pribably her father. Her mother, Mrs. 
Susan Snyder, while on her way to visit her 
daughter at Ottumwa, Iowa, was injured in 
a railroad accident. She was taken to her 
daughter’s home, where four months later 
she died, aB was supposed, from her injuries. 
Mrp. Stillwell now declares that htr mother 
was terribly disfigured, and kept upbraiding 
her for their former crimes, ami even threat­ 
ened to make a confession before her death. 
Mrs. Stillwell’s repugnance for the unsightly 
appearance of the old woman, together with 
her fears of exposure, led her to commit 
the murder, and one night, she says, while 
her husband was absent, she strangled and. 
3tno‘.hered her mother to death. In regard 
to her father’s fate Bbe would give no details, 
other than that he met his death by having 
bis throat cut, but iu what manner and by 
whom cbe refined to tell. The lccal chron­ 
iclers of Maryville, Mo., ery he is supposed 
to have gone to California, and lest signt of 
by bis family ; but it is now believed that he 
wi s murdered by Mrs. Snyder, who was then 
Mr*. Hoard, in the manner indicated above 
by Mrs. Stillwell. Dr. Edwards, after mak­ 
ing a careful examination as to Mrs. Still­ 
well’s mental condition, says there is no evi­ 
dence or trace of insanity in hrr case, end 
believes the confessions are made in view of 
her near approach to death.

January 4 .b.—'The Paris and Vin 
cennes Railroad, on the French frontier, is 
washed away. Direct railway service between 
Switzerland, F. ance and Italy is interrupted. 
P aris, January 4th.—The rivers Sasne 
and Donbsuis have inundated teveral vil­ 
lages. 
Thirty-two houses bave fallen at 
LonRepierre.

It is a play in which 
there is much that is inconsequentia!—much 
that is natural, pathetic and pleasing. 
For 
the touches of nature in it, and the opportu­ 
nities it affords two of the ladies and three of 
the gentlemen to do some finished work, the 
incongruities in the plot may be pardoned. 
In some respects it bears a resemblance to

Judge Wilson has rendered judgment in 
favor of the city and county of San Fran­ 
cisco Gaslight Company for §176.100, de­ 
linquent State and connty taxes. 
At an early hour yesterday morning a 
Chinese woman known as Toy Guey at­ 
tempted suicide by jumping off Clay-street 
wharf. 
Sergeant Langford prevented the 
deed and brought the woman to the Cen­ 
tral Station, where she said she did not 
wish to live longer. 
The deliveries of California flour and 
wheat at San Francisco daring the month 
of December embraced 220,725 quarter 
Backs flour and 1 421,900 centala wheat. 
These are pretty good figures for the sixth 
month in the cereal year. 
Adding flour to 
wheat, the equivalent is 1,5S7,500 centals, 
against 2,117.300 centals for the corre­ 
sponding month in the previous year. 
There was a large meeting of French citi­ 
zens at Lafayette Hall Wednesday evening, 
called to consider the means proposed at 
the meeting of Tuesday for properly hon­ 
oring the memory of the late Leon Gam- 
betta.

T he s n tjjc t of th is p aragraph w as born in 
X ew Y o rk S eptem ber 12,1812, th e son of 
R obert H oe, an E nglishm an who, in th e year 
1803, founded in th e E m pire C ity the great 
business w hich, for upw ards of half a cen­ 
tu ry , h is been know n as th a t of R. H oe & 
C om pm y. 
In 1805 he began the m anufact­ 
ure of printing m achines, and in 1827 th a t of 
cylinder presses. A bout the sam e tim e R ich­ 
ard M arch H oe, who had received a com m on 
school education, entered his fath er’s w ork­ 
shop, w here he acquired a practical knowledge 
of m echanism .
